President’s Report. 


Fathers and Brethren: In the providence of God we are per- 
mitted to assemble in this the thirty-eighth annual convention of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Kansas. Let us not fail to be mind- 
ful of the goodness and mercy that have followed us all our days, 
but more especially during those which have elapsed since last we 
assembled. 

For the first time in its history the Genetal Synod has been called 
upon to mourn the death of its president, the Rev. E. J. Wolf, D. D, 
LL. D., having departed this life January 10, 1905. An element of 
peculiar interest to us in this great loss to the Church arises from 
the fact that it was to our territory that he made his last trip, and 
that practically his last service was given to one of our own congre- 
gations, participating in the debt-canceling jubilee of the First church 
of Kansas City. 

During the year the Lord hath taken unto Himself four members 
of our Synod. The first two names on our rol] have been removed, 
by the of Rev. J. Schauer and Rev. L. C. Groseclose. Rev. 
Henry Heigerd and Rev. Jonas Freet were the others. These had 
all long since retired from the active work. Among the pastors no 
death has occurred. Six of these, however, have been dismissed to 
other synods. Eight brethren have been received. Our roll shows a” 
net loss of two.

VACANCIES AND SUFPLIES. 

At the opening of the synodical year eight of our congregations 
were without a pastor, and later six more became vacant by resig- 
mation. Eight of these have succeeded im securing pastors. In addi- 
tion to these, Moray has been regularly cared for by Dr. Altman, of 
the Semimary, ever since the departure of Dr. Clutz. Garnett and 
Haskell have been fortunate in having the ministrations of Rev. B. 
F. Pugh, whose work has been very helpful in those places. Rev. R. 
P. Schimmelpfenning has held services once a month for the Delphos 
congregation of the Minneapolis charge. Whitewater and Bunker 
Hill were supplied during the summer months by Mr. F. R. Shirck 
and Mr. Lebbeus Woods respectively. These brethren are students 
of the Western Theological Seminary and authority was given them 
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to serve these congregations. Reports have reached the president 
that their ministrations were very satisfactory. Wellington has had 
supplies, but with no approach to regularity. Only a few services 
were secured by the church at Jerico, Mo., and that at Minneapolis, 
Kansas. 

This is the only disappointing feature of our work, that we close 
the year with six of our charges unsupplied with pastors. A vacancy 
is at all times discouraging, sometimes disastrous, and a settled pas- 
tor should hesitate before placing his congregation in the uncertainty 
of its having regular services again. And a congregation should 
move slowly in putting itself in such a position. In the matter of 
securing pastors and supplies I desire to acknowledge the very effi- 
cient co-operation of the field secretaries of the Church Extension 
and Home Mission Boards. 


INSTALLATION 


Rev. C. W. Sifferd, D. D., was imstalled pastor at Ottawa, Kansas, 
on Sunday, December 11. At the request of the pastor and church 
council the Rev. L. P. Ludden, D. D., field secretary of the Board 
of Home Missions, was commissioned to officiate. 

Rev. B. R. Lantz was installed pastor of the congregation at St. 
Joseph, Mo., on January 8, 1905. Rev. H. L. Yarger, D. D., deliv- 
ered the charge to the pastor and the president of synod that to the 
congregation and performed the act of installation. 


AD INTERIM LICENSE. 

On recommendation of the Examining Committee, ad interim 
license was granted to F. R. Shirck and Lebbeus Woods, students of 
the Western Theoldgical Seminary. These brethren were both under 
call from two of our vacant congregations for the period of their 
vacation and the interests of these vacant congregations were taken 
imto consideration in the granting. The licensure was made to ex- 
pire with the termination of their services in the field. 

CHURCH BUILDINGS AND PARSONAGES. 


Kensas City, Mo. Grace church reports the purchase of a church 
building, which they have been occupying for about three years and 
which has in that time attested its adaptability to their needs. It is 
a substantial structure, situated in a desirable section of the city 
and cost the congregation $6,300.00. 

Lawrence. This congregation has just recently built a parsonage 
with a valuation of $3,000.00, and including lot, of $4,250.00, all of 
which has been provided for except $1,500.00. This is a commend- 
able step on the part of our Lawrence people, and the comparative

| STATE OF RELIGION. 
No ext ; number of accessions is reported from any of 


our congregations, but almost without exception they report some 
gain in membership, indicative of a healthy growth. The reports 
are incomplete, only twenty-nine of our pastorates sending state- 
‘ments to the president. Ten of these claim a growing attendance. 
Only one reports 4 diminishing number of worshipers. 

The th 2 tapi f members of the church at the prayer-meetings 
varies. In a few of the congregations it is as low as ten per cent. 
Most of the pastors report as high as seventy-five per cent., how- 
ever, and some even a higher average. This is certainly encouraging, 
for where the members are faithful in attendance upon the prayer- 
meetings the chur¢h must assuredly prosper. A few of the pastors 
have not been able to maintain regular meetings of this character, 
but such a condition ought by all means to be removed, and no 

. church should be allowed to rob itself of the benefits of the social 
prayer-hour. 

Synod now maintains a standing committee on Sunday-schools 
and young people’s societies and we shall not anticipate their report 
by any observations here. The congregations have all now become 
regular and systematic in their giving, and this must soon, if not 
now, show larger results in the gifts. There is much to make us 
rejoice to be read between the lines of these reports. Our pastors’ 
hearts are heavy with the sense of responsibility, and at the same 
time light in the consciousness that the Great Head of the Church 
has blessed their labors. There is not a discordant note anywhere ; 
scarcely a minor strain to be detected. With enlarged efficiency on 
the part of the officers of the various congregations and increasing 
loyalty on the part of the individual members, we may well look for 
greater things for Zion. 

The trust committed to my hands by you I now lay down, con- 
scious only of my limitations in its execution, profoundly grateful to 
God for His blessing and to you for your courtesy and co-operation.

| Report of Trustees of Midland College. 

We are glad tobe able to report that very substantial progress has 
been made at Midland during the past year. 

The productive endowment has been increased Benaeaco, and is 
now $36,000.00. Dr. Clutz’s house has been purchased by the trus- 
tees for the College as a president's home, at a purchase price of 
$4,000.00. $500.00 of this sum was donated by Dr. Clutz, $1,500.00 
paid in cash and the balance represented by a mortgage payable in 
two years. 

There is a standing offer of $2,000.00 towards a chapel and reci- 
tation hall, which is available when an additional $5,000.00 has been 
raised for this purpose. The C. W. Slagel legacy of $1,500.00 will 
soon be available, and it is especially gratifying to be able to report 
that the last year closed without a deficit and al! bills are paid to date. 

At the last meeting in June the Board authorized the opening of 
a department of Domestic Science. This has been done, and Miss 
Maria Linley has been placed in charge. Miss Linley has had ex- 


cellent preparation for the work and at this time things are moving 


on nicely in the new department. 

Miss Linley has also been placed in charge of Oak Hall as pre- 
ceptress, and is doing so well that the hope has been expressed that 
this temporary arrangement be made permanent. 

Among the students an excellent college spirit prevails. Last year 
it was suggested that a military company might be organized. This 
was done, and the company made its first appearance in ful! uniform 
at the union Thanksgiving services last year, when the president of 
the College preached the sermon. An excellent impression was made 
upon the public as well as upon the students. | 

The enrollment of students at this time is 25 per cent. larger than 
last year and every room in Atchison Hall is occupied. Oak Hall 
has only two vacant rooms, and there are several students in pros- 
pect who may soon occupy these. 

The needs are many and have often been mentioned. Among 
them the one pressing need is a new professor, which will make 
possible the dividing of the department of Mathematics and Sciences. 

At the very opening of the fall term Professor McCord tendered 
his resignation, and Professor W. E. Anderson, a fellow of Chicago 
University, has been secured to continue the work. Owing to the 
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following resolution :

Report of Committee on Ministerial Education. 


Your committee would report that during the year aid was given 
to Mr. | Frederick Shirck in the sum of $75.00, and to Mr. Paul H. 
Heisey and to Mr. Paul Mennenoeh in the sum of $125.00 each. 

Mr. Shirck has completed the middle year of his theological 
course and entered on the last year of his course in the Western 
Theological Seminary. During the past summer he has supplied 
very acceptably the pulpit at Whitewater, Kan., and is present at 
this meeting of synod as an appiicant for licensure. He asks aid in 
the sum of $125.00 for the coming year. 

Mr, Paul H. Heisey has completed creditably the Sophomore year 
of his college course. He was able during the summer vacation by 
lecturing to make a sum of money, which, with other resources, will 
make it possible for him to reduce the amount asked for from synod. 
He asks for an appropriation of $50.00 for the coming year. 

Mr. Paul Mennenoech has completed the work of the Freshman 
year with the exception of a term’s work in one of his studies, 
which he will be required to make up this year. He asks aid in the 
sum of $125.00. 

Mr. Fred Christ, formerly a member of our church at Peabody, 
but more recently of the Children’s Memorial of Kansas City, makes 
application to the amount of $125.00. He has presented the usual 
documents certifying to his church connection and character, and is 
personally known to members of the committee and synod. He has 
entered the Junior class of the Seminary. Mr. Christ has had a 
good common school education and for some years has been en- 
gaged in a business life. Your committee regrets that his age makes 
it inexpedient for him to take the regular college course. 

In reference to the foregoing items we recommend : 

1. That aid be granted to F. R. Shirck, Paul Mennenoeh and Fred 
Sum of $125.00 each, and to Paul H. Heisey in the sum 
of $50.00. 

for Ministerial Education be not less than 12 cents per member, and 
that the attention of the pastors be called to the fact that, by a reso- 
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lution of synod, this is the first apportionment to be raised during 
the synodical year. 

With reference to a resolution on page 28 of last year’s minutes, 
instructing that all students supported by the synod be required to 
take a full course in the German language, your committee have to 
report that, with the work already required of students to make our 
curriculum meet the requirements of the State Board of Education 
and secure state recognition for our institution, it has been found 
to be impossible to arrange schedules for teachers or to find time 
for students to carry opt this provision. Ié is possible, under exist- 
ing arrangements, for students to take German as an elective study 
during the last two years;of their college course, and arrangements 
could doubtless be made by which they could have the privileges of 
instruction during their theological course if thought advisable by 
their instructors, but beyond this the committee, in consultation 
with the faculty of the College, could not go.

Report of the Committee on the History of Kansas Synod. 


Your standing Committee on the History of Kansas Synod would 
report that they have been gradually working up data covering the» 
pioneer history of Kansas Synod, its later history, its various auxil- 
iaries, including our institutions of learning, etc., until the ground is 
covered sufficiently to fill a book as large as deemed wise to publish. 
They have also data covering the Augustana Synod, the Missouri 
Synod, and other parts of the Lutheran Church in Kansas. This is 
largely ready to be condensed and edited according to the merits of 
the various features described. 

At a recent meeting of the committee it was deemed best to ap- 
point one man to write the history, the other members co-operating 
and advising. The chairman of the committee was chosen to do this 
work. Your committee is now ready to issue the book provided the 
synod will authorize its publication. We estimate the book wil! re- 
quire 250 pages, cover to be 6x8 inches, in brevier type, with twelve 
pages of tables, and illustrated with cuts of the churches, colleges 
and pioneer members, and groups of the present membership of 
synod. While the bulk of the book will be descriptive of Kansas 
Synod, several chapters will be added giving a brief survey of Luth- 
eran churches and institutions other than those of Kansas Synod, 
thus aiming to set forth a broad view of Lutheranism in this state. 


The total cost of such a book, bound in cloth, sewed, with gold side 
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and back stamp, printed in first-class style on 70-pound, No. 1, S. & 
S. C. book paper, according to estimates in hand, will be $318 for 
goo copies, or $373 for an edition of 750 copies. 

Your committee believes that, with a reasonable co-operation of 
our pastors, enough copies could easily be sold at $1.00 each to pay 
the cost of publishing; and further, they are satisfied the issue of 
such a book would stimulate the Church on this territory and add 
greatly to its efficiency. We would aceordingly recommend its pub- 
lication. We would present a bill of $8.00 incurred for postage and 
attendance at one meeting of the committee at Atchison.

Your committee would report as follows: 

To gain more definite information from our Sunday schools and 
young people’s societies, we sent to each pastor or superintendent a 
report blank. Of these only twenty-five were returned. Hence, to 
complete our report we were compelled to refer to the report of 
the Parochial Committee. | 

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. | 

Thirty-eight Sunday schools, with a membership of 3,737, were re- 
ported, as compared to forty Sunday schools, with a membership of 
3,658, of last year—a loss of two schools and a gain of seventy-nine 
members. 

Of the twenty-five schools reporting to your committee, seventeen 
report primary departments, eleven separate primary rooms, seven 
report Cradle Rolls, five have home departments, eight have teachers’ 
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mectings, nine have rally day, thirteen sent delegates to their county 
Sunday school conventions, seven sent delegates to the state Sunday 
school convention, and eleven report growth in efficiency. Some re- 
port growth in regular attendance, others in organization, others in 
good music, others in benevolence. ~ 

We have reason to believe that many of our schools are doing 
better work, but we deplore the fact that the schools are diminish- 
ing in number. | 

YOUNG PEOPLE'S SOCIETIES. 

There are reported twenty young people’s societies, with a mem- 
bership of 570; of these, fourteen are Christian Endeavor societies 
and six are Luther Leagues. 

It is with pleasure we note that several of the societies are doing 
definite missionary work. 

Only two societies report a member having the gospel ministry 
in view. 

RECOM MENDATIONS. 

First. That synod next year devote one evening to Sunday school 
or young people’s work. 

Second. That all the conferences be urged to devote at least one 
session to the earnest consideration of practical work in the Sunday 
school and young people’s societies, and that hearty invitations be 
extended by the officers of conference and earnest effort be made 
by the pastors to secure the attendance at conference of active work- 
ers in these departments of the Church. |

Report of Trustees of Nachusa Lutheran Orphanage. 

We were not able to attend the annual meeting of the Board in 
August—on account of the sickness of one and of the other’s ab- 
sence from home. We have been able to keep in touch with the 
Home, however, by correspondence and conference with its officers. 
We.rejoice in the progress and prosperity of the work. Eighteen 
worthy orphans are already being cared for in the Home, and there 
are applicants greater in number than can be accommodated, which 
is signal proof that Providence has designed a place and mission in 
mind for this Home, and the needs appeal eloquently for patrons 
and liberal support of this institution. Enlargements and improve- 


‘ ments are imperative. The original building is being raised and en- 


larged and a heating plant is being installed. The sum of $2,878.01 
has come into the treasury since the opening of the Home, May, 
1904. The sum of $2,166.26 has been expended. The remainder is 
being rapidly exhausted on current expenses and improvements. 
The management desires to work on a cash basis. On September 
28th a very successful Visitor’s Day was held and dinners were 
served to 225 visitors on the grounds. The proceeds of dinners and 
of offerings was $117.00 in cash, besides substantial donations for the 
larder and clothing for the children. Visitor's Day was a happy 
idea, and no doubt will be made an annual affair. Rev. J. K.-Bloom, 
who had been appointed to undertake the general oversight of the 
Home, has declined to undertake the work. A A superintendent seems 
to be an urgent need of the rapidly growing institution. The direc- 
tors are considering the supplying of this need as soon as possible.

Report of Delegates to the General Synod. 

The forty-second biennial convention of the General Synod met in 
the city of Pittsburg, Pa., in Bethany Lutheran church, June 14-21, 
1905. We were in the very midst of the great missionary synod— 
the Pittsburg—and in session in the city of steel and coke. Barring 
the weather, which approached torridity, everything passed off pleas- 
antly. It was a convention of peace. j 

Rev. D. H. Bauslin, D. D., Rev. H. K. Fenner, D. D., and Geo. 
H. Knollenberg were elected, respectively, president, secretary and 
treasurer on the first ballot by a large vote. 

There was a notable and pathetic absence of the fathers, most of 
whom have gone to their eternal reward. In the biennium two of 
the officers—the president, Rev. E. J. Wolf, D. D., LL. D., and the 
treasurer, Lowis Manss—had entered into rest and their familiar 
faces were missed. 

The synod was organized with 128 clerical and 114 lay delegates in 
their places. As the chief interest centers in the work of the Boards, 
a few words touching on their reports may not be out of place. 


BOARD OF FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

The burdensome debt of this Board had been canceled, witha 
cash balance of nearly $8,000.00 in the treasury. The receipts for 
the past two years, $136,958.13, were the largest in the history of 
the work. 

BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS. 


This report was encouraging. The churches paid into its treasury 
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$12,000.00 more than during the previous biennium, the receipts from 
all sources having been $104,151.53. And yet the work had so much 
enlarged that a deficit of $7,000.00 was reported, which was provided 
for by special pledges on the part of the delegates. 


The General Secretary announced in his report that this was the 
best in its history. The receipts were $145,194.70, an increase of 
$12,000.00 for the two years. — 

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

This Board reported an increase of 13 per cent. in receipts over 
the previous period, with an unusual number of special gifts to our 
beneficiary imstitutions. $30,684.68 were contributed for the bien- 
nium for the work of the Board. 

So much for the ingathering of material things; how about the 
harvest of souls? The statistical secretary reported the communi- 
cant membership of the Church as 222,818, an increase of 12,876. 
Deducting all losses, the increase in accessions is only 4,617, or one 
accession to every fifty members. 

Our synod had a handsome excess on apportionment for all the 
great Boards. 

We would respectfully call your attention to the following items: 

(1) The first memorial from our synod, concerning the relation of 
the Western Theological Seminary to the synods on whose territory 
the seminary is located, was referred to the Board of Education, 
with power tp make such arrangements for the government of the 
Western Seminary as in their judgment they may see fit. 

The second memorial, concerning common music for the Common 
Service, was referred to the Common Service Committee. 

(2) Apportionment: General Synod, .2; Home Missions, .28; 
Foreign Missions, .25; Church Extension, .20; Board of Education, 
12; Pastors’ Fund, 07; Deaconess Board, .07; Home for the Aged, 
05. This is for 1906-07. 

(3) Change in the system of apportionment to make local ex- 
penses the basis instead of communicant membership. A committee 
on this subject reported, concerning which report the following ac- 
tion was taken: 

“Resolved, That the committee be enlarged to include one dele- 
gate from each synod, with instruction to secure the judgment of 
each synod on the proposed change in the system of apportionment, 
and that this committee be asked to report at the next convention of 
the General Synod.” 

Rev. Henry Zimmerman was appointed from our synod on this 
committee. 
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We suggest that this matter be informally discussed at this con- 
vention of synod under the leadership of Brother Zimmerman, so as 
to bring it before the brethren, final action to be taken at the 
next meeting of our synod.

Committee on Temperance. 

We, your committee, beg leave to make the following report: 

The soul of temperance goes maching on. Civic reform move- 
ments are directly due to the temperance agitation and education 
which have been so vigorous for a half-century. The attitude of the 
business world against the drink habit is also the result of the en- 
lightened and awakened temperance conscience. Law enforcement 
by governors and mayors is an outgrowth of the seed-planting 
through press and school and pulpit and platform. Besides these, 
there are many other hopeful signs. In all these good things we 
rejoice, thank God, take courage, and go forward. 

Therefore, be it resolved, 

1st. That we will stand by every effort of those in power to strictly 
enforce existing laws against the liquor traffic and every form of 
graft in civil affairs. 

ad. That we will afford our moral support to the governor of 
Kansas in the enforcement of the laws of the state against intemper- 
ance and civic unrighteousness. 

3d. That we will support the governor of Missouri in his efforts 
to enforce the Sunday-closing laws against the saloon. 

4th. That we will continue to instruct our people in the way of 
temperance, sobriety and honesty with all fidelity, and stand together 
with all good men for the deliverance of our land from the curse of 
rum. 

5th. That synod send two delegates to the tenth National Anti- 
Saloon Convention, to be held in Indianapolis, Ind., November 22-24, 
1905; said delegates to be appointed by the president of synod, and 
they to pay their own expenses. 
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6th. That we favor the passage of a law by Congress prohibiting 
the issuing of a United States liquor license in prohibition states, 
and thus conform to the state laws. 

7th. That we commend Congress for its act in appropriating nearly 
two million dollars for the erection, equipment and maintenance of 
recreation buildings for the comfort and enjoyment of the enlisted 
men of the army. 

Sth. That we ought to keep our national obligations to the Indians 
by maintaining prohibition in the Indian Territory. 

oth. That we strongly favor the Gallinger-Stone Amendment, call- 
ing for a prohibitory provision in the Constitution of the new state 
of Oklahoma. 

roth. That the secretary be instructed to forward these resolutions 
to the proper committees in Congress, and the governors of Kansas 
and Missouri, respectively.

Report of Committee on Literary and Theological Institutions. 


It is a source of profound gratitude to Him who has called us as 
his co-worker in the saving of our fellowmen that He has given us 
a college and theological seminary located upon our territory, thus 
greatly increasing our opportunities and responsibilities. 

It behooves us to pledge anew our loyalty and most earnest ser- 
vice to the enlargement of the usefulness of these institutions, which 
are the essential factor in the work of our synod. 

In these days when we see on every hand the larger plants absorb- 
ing the smaller ones, it is of vital importance that we make the 
most strenuous efforts to save the smaller Christian colleges through- 
out our land, as institutions whose influence has never been more 
needed than to-day. 

We are especially grateful that Midland College and our Western 
Theological Seminary are both well equipped for work and in a more 
prosperous condition than at any time since they were founded. 

In view of these facts your committee earnestly entreat all our 
ministers and people that they both pray and work for the increas- 
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ing usefulness of these institutions, striving continually to send them 
students and to help them in every way they can. 

Ist. Your committee recommend that the synod at once take up 
the matter of permanent endowment of our college and seminary, 
and that the president be authorized to appoint a permanent com- 
mittee of three (two clerical and one lay) to take the matter in 
hand, reporting annually their plans and progress to the synod. 

ad. Whereas the Syhod of Kansas fully appreciates the helpful in- 
fluence of the Western Theological Seminary upon our church work 
in the West, and recognizing the importance of its endowment for 
efficiency and permanency of service, therefore be it 

Resolved, That this synod hereby authorize its proper persons to 
issue a note, payable on or before five years from date, to the Board 
of Education of the General Synod of the Lutheran Church, in the 
sum of $1,500.00, to apply on the endowment of the president’s chair 
of the Western Theological Seminary; this sum to be paid, if pos- 
sible, in five equal annual installments, without interest.

President’s Report. | 


Co-workers in Missionary Endeavor: 

The past year seems to have had wings, so quickly have the 
twelve months flown by, and now again are we face to face in con- 
vention for the purpose of taking a retrospective and prospective 
- view of the great work before us. The past year has been one of the 
most prosperous we have ever had, full of blessing, advance, success 
and encouragement. 1 feel particularly fortunate in having had the 
privilege of leading you through this “Jubilee Year,” and for any 
special success which attaches to it, let us give God the glory. Our 
historian will tell us the pleasing story of our journey through 
twenty-five years of consecrated effort, which have turned into our 
treasury the magnificent sum of over sixteen thousand dollars, and 
in turn have been a Gddsend to our missions and missionaries at 
home and abroad. I must not anticipate future reports; suffice to 
say that our receipts at present more than double those of five years 
ago, and are larger than those Gf any other year. This is due 
largely to increased imterest in our Thank-offering and Jubilee Funds, 
and a general rallying to the cry of the past biennium, “ Forward.” 
Loyally indeed have all striven to make this anniversary year better 
than last year, as last year we labored to make it better than the 
previous year. Could this splendid progression be kept up, how mag- 
nificent would be the celebration of our golden jubilee twenty-five 
years hence! Truly the Lord has done great things for us, and shall 
we not all rejoice for being counted worthy to be co-laborers with 
Christ—stewards in a work which ranks with the noblest ever given 
the children of men to do. It is a pleasure to find two of the charter 
members of this synodical society still active in our ranks, and 
especially to have them with us at this convention. Their names are 
familiar to all—Mrs. J. Schauer and Mrs. Olive J. Peters. 


GENERAL SURVEY. 

In reviewing the past year’s work we find much to encourage us, 
although there are some discouraging features. Our thank-offerings 
this year were larger than those of the previous year, and our jubilee 
offerings, while not quite coming up to what was asked, were very 
creditable. On the other hand, this activity accounts for some short- 
comings along stated lines. For instance, the quarterly reports 
showed that only eight societies contributed toward “ Pasadena ;” 
eleven gave no “Christmas Offering ;” two gave no “Synodical Fee ;” 
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three sent no report for the final quarter; and I find the full amount 
pledged for our “Hospital Bed” was not raised. Some societies 
semt in money to “Special Objects,” however not naming which, 
thus causing its in our regular work. I am pleased to state that 
ample funds were contributed to pay the expenses of our delegate to 
the recent biennial convention, and this shows the wisdom of the 
action taken at our last convention making our annua! synodical fee 
20 cents per member. This will always enable your officers to meet 
current expenses and to secure competent speakers for our conven- 
tion without making a special appeal. 

Wille the work of the various departments is as yet comparatively 
new, we are glad that we can report some progress. Perhaps more 
aggressive work has been done in the Thank-offering Department 
than in any of the others. This work seems to be better understood 
each year, and we believe is accomplishing its end. We will be glad 
to hear the report from its secretary later. _ 

We hope to hear in the reports of the delegates just what has been 
done in all of the departments. The secretaries of the Home De- 
partment, the Young People’s Department, and the German Depart- 
ment will doubtless have something of interest to tell us—showing 
that good work has been done along these various lines. 

We feel that our greatest need is in the work among our young 
people and children, and trust that during the sessions of our con- 
vention we may devise ways and means of perfecting our work 
along these lines. 


OUR PROGRAM. 

The making of our program was considerable of a trial to us. In 
the first place, many societies were quite slow in appointing their 
delegates, thus shortening our time; others failed to report at all. 
Then so many pleaded to be excused, throwing back on our hands a 
subject for which a speaker had to be sought elsewhere. This ex- 
plains why some districts have ample representation on the program 
and others have none. For these reasons we have not been able to 
present to this convention a program entirely up to our ideal. We 
are grateful to those who helped us in our distress, and live in the 
hope that more will be thoughtful in the future. Early in the spring, 
learning that Miss Jessie Brewer, one of our India missionaries, 
would be available for the fall conventions of some of the Western 
synods, your Executive Committee decided to invite her to our con- 
vention, appreciating the importance of seeing her face to face and 
hearing from her own lips the story of her work in the India field. 
At her suggestion we also planned a few visits for her while enroute 
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to Emporia among some of our local societies, and we regret that 
lack of time forbade our making the number larger. 


USING OUR TOOLS FAITHFULLY. 


Our literature largely comprises our tools with which we inspire in- 
terest in our work. While many very profitably use these helpful 
agencies, some do not. I regret exceedingly that so few are taking 
the splendid course of reading outlines by the Genera! Literature 
Committee. It appears that only two societies ordered, through our 
committee, “Dux Christus,” the highly interesting hand-book on 
Japan for the past year. Is it possible that so few are taking up 
this systematic and interesting course of reading? For the coming 
year “ Christus Liberator,” an elegant study of the Dark Continent, 
is the volume recommended. Every society ought to have this book 
and study it during the year. It will bear on our African mission, 
among others, and costs only 25 cents in paper. Then ¢very society 
ought to own Mrs, Harpster’s new book, “Among the Telugoos.” In 
this way a missionary library is soon formed. We are glad that the 
prospects are so bright for a Woman’s Magazine, devoted exclusively 
to our work, and when it is issued we are sure you will all want it. 


NEW SOCIETIES. 

A new society was organized recently at St. Joseph, Mo., in the 
First English Lutheran church, Rev. B. R. Lantz, pastor, consisting 
of nine members. This society has splendid home endorsement, for 
the reason that every member of the church council became an hon- 
orary member of it, and with such a good start we predict a success- 
ful future for this our youngest child.

OFFICIAL ACTS. 


1. An executive session was held at the close of the last convention, 
at which time the bills of the year were ordered paid. Finding that 
there were not funds sufficient to meet the traveling expenses of Mrs. 
K. B. Shaffer, Ph. D., it was decided to ask each society for a contri- 
bution of 75 cents. The response easily liquidated the debt. 

2. We have sent out four circular letters, in which we sought to 
direct the societies along uniform lines of work, to spur up the de- 
linquent, and to encourage the faithful. We have received many ap- 
preciative responses to these letters. All told we have written dur- 
ing the year almost two hundred letters and cards. 

3. Finding our first vice-president conld not attend the spring con- 
ference of the eastern district at Lawrence, I consented to take her 
place, and was kindly given opportunity to present our work. We 
were delighted to receive the personal assurance of two pastors that 
they would attempt to effect an organization of a society in their 
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churches. One of these has done so. This conference invited us to 
occupy a definite place on the program of its next convention. 

4- Mrs. Susan Kistler, our second vice-president, resigned late in 
the year. I was unable to secure another to take her place, and 
owing to the lateness of the time, thought best to leave the office 
vacant until this meeting. 


5. Enroute to the General Convention at Springfield, O., I visited Sp. 


our mission at Kansas City, Kan., worshiping with them one Sunday 
morning. We were greatly pleased at what we saw. The building 
is ample for our needs for years to come, is finely located, and min- 
istered to by one of our most devoted pastors. It needs some better 
equipment, and we hope a way will be found for this. The biennial 
convention was our greatest, the most inspiring I ever attended, of 
which our delegate will give you a full report. 


RECOM MENDATIONS.

The following 
might be helpful: First quarter, Immanuel Mission, Philadelphia, 
Thank-offering. Second quarter, Christmas Offering, Synodical Fee 
(10c. half). Third quarter, Hospital Bed, some special object. 
Fourth quarter, Synodical Fee (10c. half), Box Work, Unfinished 
Work. 

4. That we aim to be more thorough in canvassing our churches 
for new members im all departments of our work, and especially 
among the young. 

5. That more diligence be observed by our vice-presidents in see- 
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ing that our is properly presented at each of the three confer- 
ences of the synod. 


6. That the importance of each auxiliary supplying itself with all 
needed helps furnished by our Literature Committee be laid upon 
our local societies. That all be more active in securing subscrip- 
tions for our “ Journal,” “ Mission Studies” and “Children’s Mis- 


sionary,” and that our general and synodical minutes be read and 
discussed in our local meetings. 

I desire to thank all who have assisted me im carrying this work of 
love through the year, and especially our accommodating treasurer 
who kept me posted every quarter as to how well the work of raising 
funds was being done. I greatly appreciate the sympathy and help 
of many of our pastors and the kind co-operation of a number of 
congregations in which as yet there are no societies organized, who 
have contributed toward our box-work. We ask for the new presi- 
dent a continuation of this thoughtful co-operation.

Ever since the beginning of the Christian ¢ra women have been 
missionaries. We do not mean we should all be niissionaries. This 
isnot possible; neither is it mecéssary. But, “whatsoever thy hand 
findéth to do; do it with all thy might.” In order to do a thing well 
we must know something about it; we must make a study of it, and 
as we study our interest deepens and our capacity for usefulness 
and helpfulness is enlarged: Thus it is with us in this missionary 
work.

The sum of $14,087.91 
used during the last biennium was shamefully inadequate to the de- 
mands made upon the General Society. 

President’ Roosevelt, in his speech upon “The Future of the 
Lutheran Church in America,” shows the great and peculiar respon- 
sibility resting upon the Lutheran people in this country—the ines- 
timable responsibility of receiving into church homes the thousands

ARTICLE I.—Orricers. 


Section 1. The officers of this society shall consist of a President, three 
Vice-Presidents—selected, respectively, from the three conferences comprising 
the Synod—Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer and 
Historian.
